ANCIENT BRONZE COINS OF PONTUS 
Note — Pontus was a portion of ancient Cap- 
padocia, a region now in Asia Minor south of the 
Black Sea, formerly in the extreme southeastern 
corner of Europe. About the year 300 B.C. ow- 
ing to its inability to resist and keep back the 
hordes of warrior emigrants that poured west- 
ward from Scythia and Central Asia, the throne 
of the Bosphorus was yielded to Mithridates, 
the Satrap or Persian governor of Pontus. In 
the break-up of the Persian Empire, consequent 
on the victories of Alexander, the kingdom of 
Pontus became fully established, so that about 
a century before the Christian era, its monarch 
Mithridates VI, known as the Great, was a for- 
midable rival to Rome for the supremacy of the 
Eastern World. It was Mithridates who main- 
tained a war of twenty years against the gigantic 
power of Rome — and but that he had to contend 
in succession against such leaders as Scylla, Lu- 
cullus, and Pompey, might have triumphed. 

Humphreys, celebrated authority on Ancient 
Coins, said that the coins of Pontus form an in- 
teresting series, those of Mithridates VI (the 
Great) being very fine. Here we have a lot of 
nice ones, the first in these sales. All are 
bronze and, because of the usual variation in 
size, it is stated in millimeters. Every general 
collector should have at least two or three of 
these wonderfully interesting ancients.
